Monday through Thurs¬ 
day, the children are sepa¬ 
rated by age group; Friday, 
they play together, and the 
week’s activity culminates 
in a presentation, such as a 
square dance following 
Old West Week, or a talent 
show after Entertainment 
Week. Mostly, it’s about 
keeping Sierra Madre’s 
children safe. 

“We keep them busy, 
and they stay out of trou¬ 
ble,” says Dee. Dee’s ef¬ 
forts do not go unnoticed 
in Sierra Madre. Says 
long-time Sierra Madrean 
Barbara Cline, “Dee has 
such a relaxed way with 
those kids. They have fun, 
they learn, and their par¬ 
ents don’t have to worry 
about them.” 

In addition to caring for 
literally scores of children. 
Dee drives Sierra Madre’s 
roundabout transportation 
shuttle. Most often, how¬ 
ever, she can be found 
amid a crowd of children. 
“They’re my babies,” she 
explains, “Some of them, I 
see them more than their 
parents do. This is their 
sate spot. I’d rather have 
them here than home 
alone.” 

Children are accepted 
year-round, when there are 
openings. Currently, there 
are openings available. 
Residency is not a require¬ 
ment, although when spots 
fill up, residents are given 
priority. For more infor¬

Dee and her staff enter¬ 
tain, guard, educate, and 
occupy some 60-80 Sierra 
Madre children on a daily 
basis. During the school 
year, the hours at Sierra 
Madre’s “Day Camp” are 
from 11:00 until 6:00, and 
during the summer, from 
7:30 until 6:00. “We very 
rarely close,” says Dee. 
The fee for the structured 
care provided at the Parks 
and Recreation building is 
a mere $ 11 per day after 
school, or $ 15 per day dur- 
ing the summer. The age 
range is from five to 12, 
but says Dee, “Some of my 
kids who have been com¬ 
ing for a while, they turn 
13, and they come any¬ 
way. Some of them train in 
our teen volunteer pro¬ 
gram, to prepare them for 
work. 

Most of Dee’s staffers 
are college age young 
adults, who work after 
school. Typically, she will 
have four helpers. The 
structured care includes 
time set aside for assem¬ 
bly, homework, activities, 
free time, and cleanup. 
“Sierra Madre Primary 
School makes my job eas¬ 
ier,” says Dee, “Monday, 
they give the kids home¬ 
work packets with a 
week’s work to be turned 
in Friday, so we all know 
the kids have homework.”

This letter is to express 
my outrage and to let the 
community know of ac¬ 
tions taken by manage¬ 
ment of GTE, our tele¬ 
phone service provider. 

About two weeks ago, a 
new Sierra Madre tele¬ 
phone directory was left 
on my doorstep. I placed 
it on a shelf with other di¬ 
rectories and put the old 
Sierra Madre directory in a 
box to be taken to the recy¬ 
cling center. 

This week, two more 
Sierra Madre telephone 
directories were left on my 
doorstep. I was curious to 
see if they differed from 
the first one, so I examined 
the pages. The cover said 
plainly it was a Sierra Ma¬ 
dre directory but on page 
281, column I, where my 
name would normally be 
listed, I found no such list¬ 
ing. What I did find in that 
column were telephone 
listings in 22 cities other 
than Sierra Madre and no 
listings for Sierra Madre. 
Nary a Sierra Madre ad¬ 
dress in that column of the 
Sierra Madre telephone 
directory. I didn’t check 
other columns but presum¬ 
ably they also ignore the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

I called the local num¬ 
ber GTE lists in the direc¬ 
tory for complaints, (page 
11) l-8(X)-483-40(X). The 
person taking my call said 
she could do nothing about 
my non-listing but there 
had been complaints and I 
could call a special num¬ 
ber, 1-800-222-7398. 

I called the special 
number and the person 
was non-receptive to any 
complaint about the direc¬ 
tory. This person said she 
could do nothing for me 
because management had 
decided to eliminate 
207,000 residences from 
telephone directories. 

Where is the authority 
to make such a decision? 
Did the CPUC approve 
this? If so, why? If other 
Sierra Madre residents are 
as incensed as I am at the 
GTE management and its 
decision to eliminate list¬ 
ings of residences, I sug¬ 
gest you call 1-800-222- 
7398 to register your dis¬ 
approval.

Meanness in 
Our Town 

Dear Editor, 

I am deeply disturbed 
by a sense I get of a mean¬ 
ness in our town. It seems 
to me that many adults in 
our community are look¬ 
ing at the kids, especially 
teenagers, of our commu¬ 
nity as enemies. What are 
they afraid of? As a prod¬ 
uct of the “sixties” and a 


parent. I’ve tried for years 
to teach my children NOT 
to judge people by their 
looks, to treat one as an 
individual, and that when 
you really get to know 
someone you will most 
likely find out that you tru¬ 
ly like him or at least 
.something about him. 

I hear of kids being ha¬ 
rassed constantly for 
“hanging out” in town, for 
skateboarding in town, for 
playing their music too 
loud. But, most disturbing 
of all, just for looking dif¬ 
ferent, just for being there 
looking like they’re not 
doing anything productive. 
Do we assume that if a 
teenager has spiked hair or 
clothes, boots and jewelry 
that look odd to us that 
they are “punks” or that 
they are doing drugs or al¬ 
cohol or otherwise getting 
into some kind of trouble? 
Isn’t that the worst kind of 
stereotyping? 

Young people from the 
beginning of time have 
tried to find an identity of 
their own, different from 
their parents, and one of 
the ways to do this is in 
self-expression—their hair 
styles and clothes. It’s just 
natural, there’s nothing 
wrong with that. What’s 
wrong is when people 
judge them by their looks. 
What’s wrong is when 
kids DON’T try to estab¬ 
lish a separate identity and 
to rebel in some way 
against what they perceive 
as the establishment. 

I was pretty shocked on 
Pioneer Days weekend 
when I stopped in to listen 
for a while to the “old tim¬ 
ers” reminiscing at Memo¬ 
rial Park. I sat there and 
listened to several men 
apparently in their sixlies 
and seventies laughing 
about how they used to 
“torch” palm trees in town 
every year on Halloween, 
and how they used to go 
down to the Arboretum 
with their twenty-twos and 
shoot ducks. Compared to . 
them, our kids look like 
angels. Let’s not forget 
that kids will be kids, and 
gives ours the benefit of 
the doubt. 

I would ask the police 
force in this town to give 
the benefit of the doubt, to 
treat them like PEOPLE 
and not assume they are 
guilty of something just 
because they are kids. I 
would ask the police to 
treat our teenagers with the 
respect that any other law- 
abiding citizen of our 
town, in fact every citizen 
of our town deserves from 
its policemen. Remember 
that our children learn by 
our example. How can we 
expect them to. show re¬ 
spect when we do not do 
the same? We show re¬ 
spect for someone simply 
by treating him like a per- 




I would ask those adults 
who run to the phone at 
every little annoyance to 
call the police and “report 
those kids” to try and have 
a little more patience. Or, 
instead, make an effort to 
get to know even one of 
them. Listen to their 
views. Try and feel their 
enthusiasm for life, their 
passion for justice that 
makes them so refreshing. 
Crosby, Stills & Nash once 
wrote, “Teach your par¬ 
ents well,” and they were 
so right on. As adults, we 
need to listen to our chil¬ 
dren so that we can recov¬ 
er some of the dreams and 
ideals we once had, that 
maybe have gone by the 
wayside in our struggle to 
make our ways in life and 
to raise our children to be¬ 
lieve just what these kids 
do.

LOVE-LY LEFTOVERS 


As far back as I can remember, the 
left over turkey carcass was almost al¬ 
ways left for me to do something with 
after Thanksgiving Day. When I was 
just a little guy I always marvelled at the 
way Dad carved up the big bird with 
absolute fine.sse. 

I carefully watched Dad’s procedures 
from start to finish whenever he carved 
up anything, such as a turkey, chicken, 
ham or roast. That fascinated me! 

Dad taught me when I was real little 
how to cut this stuff up and on occasion 
he even let me hold the carving knife and 
guided my hand across the roast and let 
me cut it! That was great! Those were 
the only times I was allowed to handle 
the big carving knife in our house and al¬ 
ways with Dad at my side. Boy, I really 
felt grown up when I could carve up 
stuff and my Dad always praised me at 
the dinner table in front of the family 
about how well I did. Man! I was king 
of the mountain, then. 

But getting back to the carcass. Right 
after our annual Thanksgiving feast. 
Mom would put the turkey carcass on a 
smaller plate and wrap it in wax paper, 
and put it right in the ice box. The day 
right after Thanksgiving was always the 
best day for me in the whole world! 

Mom would set me down at the kitch¬ 
en table and give me a big towel for my 
lap and bring out the leftover turkey car¬ 
cass from the ice box and set it in front 
of me, along with a couple of smaller 
dishes. Mom would find a small paring 
knife that wasn’t real sharp and let me 
use it to dig out what meat was left on 
that big old bird. I had more fun digging 
out the turkey meat from the bones and 
putting the dark meat on one of the ex¬ 
tra plates and the white meat on the oth¬ 
er extra plate. Most of the time I would 
only get little pieces of turkey from the 
carcass but once in a while 1 would find 
a bonanza of good size pieces of turkey. 

It always took me a good, long time 
to finish my project but I didn’t care. I 
was always thrilled with being allowed 
to cut off the meat from the bones and 
every once in a while, especially when 
I cut off a real large piece of turkey, it 
found its way in to my mouth. That was 
part of the fringe benefits of being the 
meat carver! 

By the time I got finished getting the 
meat off the bird, where was nothing left 
but bones. I put the legs and wings on a 
special plate and the white and dark meat 
on other individual plates and the left¬ 
over dressing inside the bird on another 
plate. 

Mom would have to help me get the 
wish bone off because I wasn’t strong 
enough yet to get it myself. Mom was 
always real pleased when she saw how 
much meat I could get, because each 
plate of left overs was another meal for 
the family. 

As soon as I was finished. Mom 
would put the turkey bones in an old 
newspaper and I could take them right

out to the garbage. When I came back 
to the house and back to the kitchen, 
that’s when the real neat stuff happened! 

Mom would throw the turkey legs 
and wings in a big pot and 1 would take 
my little paring knife and cut up onions 
and celery and carrots and throw them 
in the pot and Mom would take a big cup 
of rice and put that in the pot and put it 
on the stove to simmer, for a long, long 
time. 

The house would begin to smell really 
good for the steam that came up from the 
pot as it boiled. I could hardly wait un¬ 
til some of the soup was ready. In the 
meantime, while I waited for supper, so 
I wouldn’t get too weak. Mom would 
say what’s for lunch. She would put 
bread and mayonnaise and left over tur¬ 
key meat and cold stuffing on the table 
and we would have the best .sandwiches 
ever. Mom would always have a sand¬ 
wich with me/ 

All the rest of the turkey pieces went 
in with the left over gravy and put back 
in the ice box, and the last thing to do 
was to scrape down the wish bone and 
put it up on the window ledge to dry out 
real good. When it was dry and that took 
several days, my brother and I would get 
to pull the sides of the wish bone and 
whoever got the biggest piece got his 
wish. That a was very important part of 
our ritual. 

I could hardly wait for the next day to 
come around, because that was Saturday 
and Dad didn’t have to go to work. Dad 
loved to make Saturday breakfast for the 
family and it was always a real festive 
occasion for me. Dad would get up real 
early and go out to the kitchen to start 
breakfast, and I wasn’t far behind him. 
Soon after that the whole family got up 
and came out to the kitchen to help set 
the table and get out all the stuff for 
breakfast. On this special Saturday Dad 
would have a great big bowl of pancake 
batter going, and he took out all the left 
over turkey gravy with all the left over 
turkey in it and put it on the stove to heat 
up. 

As soon as he was ready. Dad would 
call us all to the table and bring over a 
great, big bowl of turkey and gravy and 
then he would start making pancakes to 
order. Mom like little “silver dollar” 
pancakes, and my brother and I always 
wanted our pancakes like animals and 
stars, and stuff like that. My Dad’s job 
was being an artist at work, so when he 
made us his special pancakes, they tru¬ 
ly were works of art. We would slap 
oleo all over the pancakes and then put 
ladles of turkey gravy on top of our pan¬ 
cakes. WOW! It couldn’t get better than 
that! Looking back at these special 
times attaches to the special occasions in 
our special little town of Sierra Madre 
make me feel comfortable an warm in¬ 
side and I know that I shall never forget 
these wonderful days growing up in my 
Sierra Madre.

Lew Watanabe’s firm, 
Good Earth Enterprises is 
the contractor, and Jerry 
Twedell is subcontracting 
on the project. Weather 
permitting, Twedell ex¬ 
pects that he’s looking at 
another two months of 
work. Currently, he’s dig¬ 
ging into the bottom por¬ 
tion of the hill, and laying 
boulders, which have been 
donated by the City, al¬ 
though many more will be 
required. Says Enyedi, 
“Jerry is an artist when it 
comes to this type of de¬ 
sign.” 


Eventually, plots will 
be placed at the upper end 
of the east slope, and land¬ 
scaping along the slope 
will complement the work 
currently being done, 
which will be both practi¬ 
cal and attractive. Twedell 
is also being careful to pro¬ 
tect the trees on the east 
slope. 

The cemetery associa¬ 
tion is actively soliciting 
funds to help with the 
project, which will be an 
enduring and valuable ad¬ 
dition to Sierra Madre.

rial at Arlington Cemetery, 
which was dedicated Oc¬ 
tober 15. 

Sanchez is an attorney 
for Worker’s Compensa¬ 
tion Litigation, has had an 
illustrious career as a law¬ 
yer and is listed in the 
Who's Who in American 
Law. She began her career 
as a librarian to finance her 
law studies and she is still 
involved with the library at 


UCLA. She speaks sever¬ 
al languages and each De¬ 
cember travels to Instan- 
bul, Turkey to Christmas 
shop in the city’s huge ba¬ 
zaar which has existed 
since before the time of 
Columbus. The Los Ange¬ 
les Times featured an arti¬ 
cle in their Travel Section 
written by Sanchez about 
shopping in this famous 
old market. 

Speaker at the Novem¬ 
ber meeting was Connie 
McCleary, Executive Di¬ 
rector of the Grace Center 
located here in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. The Grace Center 
opened last May and gives 
aid and counceling to fam¬ 
ilies in abusive situations. 
Here they find a sense of 
refuge and renewal in the 
quiet homelike setting of 
the Center and this com¬ 
munity. This is not a shel¬ 
ter, as tor example Haven 
House is. The Grace Cen¬ 
ter provides emergency 
response and/or crisis 
counceling to assist vic¬ 
tims, both adults and chil¬ 
dren. They do work with 
some 14 other agencies, 
including Haven House 
and cover the West San 
Gabriel Valley. 

At least three million 


women are battered every 
year, many who are preg¬ 
nant and many ending up 
in emergency rooms. 
Many children suffer in 
this atmospere of violence 
and often times are the vic- 
tims of violence. The 
Grace Center is non-profit 
and depends on grants and 
donations. They some¬ 
times depend on the club’s 
thrift shop when clothes 
are needed for victims.

Quackenbush Speaks 
in Arcadia 


Arcadia, California « Thursday, IDecember 4,1997

State Insurance Com¬ 
missioner Chuck Quack¬ 
enbush was the featured 
speaker at a luncheon co¬ 
sponsored by the Greater 
Pasadena Association of 
Life Underwriters, the San 
Gabriel Valley Associa¬ 
tion of Life Underwriters, 
and State Assemblyman 
Bob Margett. The lun¬ 
cheon was held Wednes¬ 
day afternoon at the Em¬ 
bassy Suites hotel in Arca¬ 
dia. Lee Shimmin, of the 
Arcadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and President of the 
Greater Pasadena Associa¬ 
tion of Life Underwriters, 
was the host of the event. 

Shimmin introduced 
Margett, a former Arcadia 
Mayor, and a favorite of 
municipal politicians for 
his vocal support of local 
control. Margett was also 
named L. A. County Legis¬ 
lator of the Year. Margett 
brought laughs to the 
crowd when he welcomed 
them to Arcadia, home of 
Santa Anita, the “home of 
beautiful horses and fast 
women.” Margett’s glow¬ 
ing introduction of Quack¬ 
enbush touched upon his 
Jays a.s a .student (liiitoiy 
degree from Notre Dame), 
soldier (Army Captain, 
platoon leader, and heli¬ 
copter pilot), and politician 
(former State Assembly¬ 


man and Insurance Com¬ 
missioner since 1994). 
Quackenbush also devel¬ 
oped the California Earth¬ 
quake Authority, which 
today could pay double the 
claims filed following the 
Northridge earthquake. 

Quackenbush said that 
he felt the Department of 
Insurance was running as 
well as he promised it 
would in 1994. He felt that 
the way to achieve that 
success was by getting the 
Department out of the way 
of the free market, which 
the Department has done. 
He cited as an example the 
elimination of a fixed 
Workman’s Compensa¬ 
tion rate. “That fixed rate 
was driving companies out 
of California,” Quacken¬ 
bush said, “Over $6.0 bil¬ 
lion in savings has resulted 
from the removal of the 
fixed rate, which has con¬ 
tributed to the economic 
recovery of California.” 

“Our main goal,” con¬ 
tinued Quackenbush, “is 
consumer protection.” He 
went on to add that the best 
way he knew of to protect 
consumers was to work for 
the financial stability of 
insurance companies. He 
cited the free market as 
being primarily respon¬ 
sible for a 7%-15% reduc¬ 
tion in automobile insur¬ 
ance, and the influx of 97 


new companies statewide. 
He added that further re¬ 
duction must come from 
intelligent tort reform. 

Proposition 213 elimi¬ 
nated the rights of unin¬ 
sured drivers, drunk driv¬ 
ers, and drivers commit¬ 
ting crimes to sue for pain 
and suffering. Prior to 
Proposition 213, such law¬ 
suits were co.sting $ 1.0 bil- 
lion annually. Quacken¬ 
bush joked, “That was the 
largest support I’ve ever 
seen for an initiative; it 
passed with the support of 
78% of the voters. The 
other 22% were members 
of the California Trial 
Lawyers Association.” 
The proposition was the 
first tort reform measure to 
pass in 11 years, and is 
being emulated in other 
states. 

Quackenbush also cited 
his Commission’s vigor¬ 
ous enforcement of insur¬ 
ance laws throughout the 
State. “We’ve handed out 
over $25.0 million in fines 
in the last three years, 
compared with $6.0 mil¬ 
lion in the previous four 
years under Commissioner 
Garimendi,” Quackenbush 
said, “We want to have a 
lair playing field, and we 
will crack down on all con¬ 
scious violators.” 
Quackenbush was a capti¬ 
vating speaker, and he re-

The use of Native 
American mascots for ath¬ 
letic teams is a recurring 
subject of controversy at 
all levels. Major League 
Baseball’s Indians and 
Braves are under fire, as 
are the NFL’s Redskins. 
At the college level, the 
Stanford Cardinal used to 
be the Stanford Indians, 
and not all that long ago. 
Advocates of such mas¬ 
cots argue that as a symbol 
of strength and ability, the 
mascot embodies the posi¬ 
tive aspects of the group. 
For instance, at Arcadia 
High School, the phrase 
“Apache Pride” is a com¬ 
mon one. 

Opponents, however, 
argue that no use of a racial 
group as a mascot is ac¬ 
ceptable. The ‘mascot’ by 
definition trivializes the 
race in question, using it as 
a caricature, dehumaniz¬ 
ing it. Three Los Angeles 
schools recently removed 
Native American mascots. 
The latest school to ad- 

ceived a .standing ovation. 
His talk was followed by a 
question and answer pe¬ 
riod, and he posed for pic¬ 
tures with attendees. 


City Approves Alehouse Design

The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil unanimously approved 
the design for Matt 
Denny’s Ale House, a 
large restaurant coming 
soon to Huntington Drive. 
Mayor Harbicht said that 
the project was consistent 
with other projects turning 
the stretch of Huntington 
east of Santa Anita into a 
“restaurant row”, and 
added that he was “very 
excited” about it. 

Matt Denny’s Ale 
House is scheduled for the 
property at 143 E. Hun¬ 
tington, formerly the Bet¬ 
ter Homes and Gardens 
Nursery. Wonders Mat¬ 
thew MeSweeny and Den¬ 
nis Hartman propose to 
renovate the building and 
grounds, and open a 5,852 
square foot, 204 seat res¬ 
taurant Plans include patio 
dining, landscaping, glass 
block windows, and 
smooth stucco in terra 
cotta red. 

In response to a ques¬ 
tion from Councilman Dr. 
Sheng Chang, Economic 
Development Administra¬ 
tor Pete Kinnahan said that 
he anticipates roughly 
$30,000 annually in sales 
tax revenue from Matt 
Denny’s Ale House, as 
well as a $15,000 property 
tax increment. The Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment 
Agency has laid out no 
money as yet to the propri¬ 
etors, but Kinnahan said 
that they intend to take 
advantage of the CRA’s 


facade improvement pro¬ 
gram, a reimbursement in¬ 
centive to partially fund 
structural improvements. 
Said Kinnahan, “The ap¬ 
plicant said that the pro¬ 
gram was one of the things 
that brought them to Arca¬ 
dia.” Dr. Chang called the 
project “another success¬ 
ful example of our Rede¬ 
velopment Agency.” 

In other news. Mayor 
Harbicht caught some heat 
from Fred Yonkey, Gail 
Marshall, and Lyle Wilson 
for likening frequent crit¬ 
ics of the Council to gad¬ 
flies. Wilson said, “Mayor 
Harbicht’s comments per¬ 
sonalize these issues. 
These are public issues; 
they should not be taken 
personally.” Wilson also 
pointed out that the de¬ 
regulation of utilities is ex¬ 
pected to reduce rates by 
10 % next year, and asked 
for assurance that staff 
projections of increased 
utility tax rates take that 
reduction into account. 
Yonkey stated that while 
only four city employees 
had base salaries of over 
$100,000,37 Arcadia em¬ 
ployees have a total gross 
salary and benefits pack¬ 
age in excess of $100,000. 
Marshall quoted a ‘famous 
American’ who said, “I do 
not agree with what you 
say, but I will defend to the 
death your right to say it.” 
For bonus points, which 
‘famous American’ origi¬ 
nally uttered that com¬ 
ment? (answer at end of 
article) 


The City also accepted 
a donation of $8,773.01 
from the Oak Tree Racing 
Association. The funds 
will be used to purchase a 
three-horse trailer for the 
Arcadia Mounted En¬ 
forcement Team. Accord¬ 
ing to Police Chief Ronnie 
Garner, the AMET unit 
has already demonstrated 
its value to the race track 
during it’s six-month ex¬ 
istence, deterring criminal 
activities in the stable ar¬ 
eas. The trailer is needed to 
move the team from loca¬ 
tion to location. 

Sherwood Chilling- 
worth approached the 
Board of Directors of the 
Oak Tree Racing Associa¬ 
tion, which approved the 
donation in October.

When the School District 
was approached by mem¬ 
bers of the National Con¬ 
gress of American Indians, 
who wish to remove all 
public school mascots 
which refer to Native 
Americans, they sent the 
issue to Arcadia High 
School’s Executive Coun¬ 
cil, and asked for a recom¬ 
mendation. After extended 
study, that recommenda¬ 
tion was that the Apache 
mascot be retained, as a 
symbol of wisdom, astute¬ 
ness, integrity, and family 
values. That recommenda¬ 
tion was unanimously up¬ 
held by the District’s Gov¬ 
erning Board on Novem¬ 
ber 18th. 

Also in keeping with 
the Executive Council’s 
wishes to further the study 
of American Indian heri¬ 
tage, the Governing Board 
named November “Ameri- 
can Indian Heritage 
Month”. The Board’s reso¬ 
lution also encourages 
Arcadia’s students, em- 
filoyces, parents, and com¬ 


munity at large to com¬ 
memorate the occasion 
with instructional activi¬ 
ties. 

The California Educa¬ 
tion Code section 51204.5 
specifically calls for in¬ 
struction in the social sci¬ 
ences to include the study 
of the role and contribu¬ 
tions of American Indians 
to the economic, political, 
and social development of 
California and the nation. 
The District has further 
stated that it “recognizes 
that each student needs an 
opportunity to understand 
the common humanity un¬ 
derlying all people; to de¬ 
velop pride in his or her 
own identity and heritage; 
and to understand, respect, 
and accept the identity and 
heritage of others.” 

Can that respect come 
from education, while the 
American Indian is still a 
mascot? The National 
Congress of American In¬ 
dians says No. One this is 
clear, however; like it or 
hate it, the Apache is going 
to be sticking around in 
Arcadia for the time being, 
at least.

Taylor completed a 10- 
yard pass to Wickhem who 
evaded Smith and Larry 
Armstrong and sprinted 36 
yards for a Lancer touch¬ 
down. The two-point play 
failed. The Lancer de¬ 
fense, which had been 


tough all year, held. Taylor 
was sacked on the La Salle 
possession, and at 4th and 
II, the ball was snapped 
over punter Jake Benitez’ 
head. He tried to run with 
it, but was nailed at the 11 
yard line. Armstrong ran 
the ball up the middle for 
the second Bronco touch¬ 
down. 

On the next Bronco 
possession, an apparent 
touchdown was brought 
back on a holding play. 
The Broncos again found 
the end zone, but were 
called this time for having 
an ineligible receiver 
downfield. Derick Lee ran 
the ball over left tackle for 
a touchdown, and this 
time, no flags were 
thrown. The Lancers were 
again unable to move the 
ball, and once again, the 
ball .sailed over Benitez’ 
head, giving the Broncos 


possession on the Lancer 
19. Lee went up the middle 
for another touchdown. 
Wickhem received the 
kickoff and ran back to the 
18 yard line. The Lancers 
fumbled on the first play, 
the Broncos recovered, 
and drove down the field. 
The field goal attempt 
failed as time expired, but 
La Salle was down, 29-6. 

Neither team was able 
to reach the end zone dur¬ 
ing the third quarter. 
Davidson made a great 
catch of a Taylor pass in 
traffic to start the fourth 
quarter, but the Lancers 
were soon forced to punt. 
At fourth and 12, Bournes 
dropped back to pass, but 
Augie Weideman batted 
the pass away, and La 
Salle took over at their 
own 20. The Lancers 
moved downfield, using 


passes to Wickhem and 
Davidson. Taylor ran the 
ball into the end zone from 
the one yard line, through 
a hole opened by Sheridan 
and John Maust. Taylor 
passed to Wickhem for the 
conversion. 

Kicker Adam Espinoza 
tried an onside kick, but 
the ball was grabbed by 
Roman Angulo, who ran it 
back to the 20 before being 
brought down by Sam 
Lamb. Cory Lee scored on 
a pass from Bournes. 

Wickhem received the 
kickoff, handed off to 
Davidson on a reverse, and 
Davidson it back to the 25. 
Taylor attempted a pass to 
Davidson, intercepted by 
Smith as time ran out. The 
final score was 35-14, and 
the Lancers’ dream season 
came to an end with a 
record of 9-3. 


Young, Skilled, Fast, and Unselfish

Molly Imel, 26, is com¬ 
mencing her second year 
as girls’ varsity soccer 
coach at Arcadia High 
School. She brings with 
her the experience of hav¬ 
ing played at Azusa Pacif¬ 
ic college, and having pre¬ 
viously coached for eight 
y’.ars, ranging in age from 
12 to 18. Her under 19 club 
teams participated in two 
of the most prestigious 
tuu HI aments in the world, 
the Dana Cup in Denmark, 
and the Norway Cup in 
Oslo. Her considerable 
experience has prepared 
her for the daunting task of 
overseeing both the fresh¬ 
man and Junior varsity 
squads in addition to the 
varsity. ‘This position de¬ 
mands more than Just 
coaching. This is an educa¬ 
tional environment as well, 
and therefore, I am ac¬ 
countable to not only the 
players, but to their par¬ 
ents, the school adminis¬ 
tration, other coaches, and 
the Arcadia community. 
The concerns of these 
groups are genuine and 
sincere, and I look forward 
to a season of team, fami¬ 
ly, and community enthu¬ 
siasm.” 

As the 1997 season 
commences, expectations 
are high for the Apaches, 
who have won the Pacific 
League title 14 out of the 
last 16 years, and who also 
won the CIF Division III 
Championship in 1992. In 
1996, due to its outstand¬ 
ing record and the size of 
the student population, 
Arcadia was elevated to 
the most demanding divi¬ 
sion in CIF, Division I. 
Imel believes her varsity 
squad is up to the chal¬ 
lenge.

Complimenting the 
leadership of the seniors 
are two exceptional and 
experienced defenders. 
Juniors Stephanie Setyadi 
and Amy Marshall. 
‘These two players are te¬ 
nacious and smart,” says 
Imel, “They always play 
proper position, rarely al¬ 
lowing the opposition an 
open shot at our goalie.” 
Referring to the goal keep¬ 
ing position, Imel feels

Hickman is tall and expe¬ 
rienced, having been a 
starter as a freshman, and 
Carruthers is an outstand¬ 
ing athlete, whose excep¬ 
tional skill and speed al¬ 
lows her to play the field as 
well as the goal.”
